Fall Details of the Grand Display of the 
Trades’ Procession—The Line of March—

Very little sleep will be vouchsafed to St. Louis 
next Wednesday night, September 3, although there 
will be more people to divide that little among than 
ever before in the city'shistory. For one brief 
night St, Louis will have a larger population than 
any other metropolis of the country 
except New York, and for one 
brief night she wiil entertain them better 
than a million people were entertained since the 
flood. If she profits very largely and directly by it, 
it will be but a reward of merit, and, while the ben- 
fits will fall on all alike, the lion's share of the credit 
will, if there be a sense of justice abroad, be 
ascribed to that organization of pluck, energy, 
enterprise and usefulness, the Merchants’ 
} Manufacturers’ Trades’ Display Association. The 
gentiemen comprising that organization have for 
two years done a work which makes them public 
benefactors in an extraordinary degree, and entitles 
them toa prominent place in local history. Little 
more than 4 year ago the idea was 
first conceived of supplementing the annual fall at- 
tractions which bring people here from abroad,with 
&@ pageant which would occupy a middle ground be- 
tween our great Fairandthe Veiled Prophet mys- 
tery—which should combine the utilitarian feat- 
ures of the one with some of the startling 
beauties of the other, which should stamp our com- 
munity asa whole asa city of vast interests and 
splendid thrift, and at the same time reflect imme- 
diately upon the individual contributors, some 
measure of the reward to which their liberality en- 
titled them. Acting within a very limited margin 
of time, the organization prepared a 
pageant which, while necessarily lacking in some 
details and points of finish, challenged the unmeas- 
ured admiration of the multitudes who came to see 
it.

The  procemion is in fact ready for 
ite three hours of glory and radiance. 
The floats have been built at immense cost, and 
an originality of design characterizes them -all. 
There are no duplicates and no cheap features. 
They are to be lighted by a system never adopted 
by any other procession in the country, and a sys- 
tem which insures perfect illumination without 
blinding the beholders by direct light, 
or stifling them by smoke .of chemicals, 
as has been customary. The route has been care- 
fully surveyed, to insure that there is nothing to oo- 
casion delays or mishaps, and it is given elsewhere. 
Many of our leading houses are arranging for a very 
large expenditure in the matter of illuminating their 
establishments and neighboring streets, thus insur- 
ing a spectacular feature of rare beauty altogether 
independent ofthe pageant. One firm—Richard- 
son & Co,—intend to entertain over five hundred 
visiting druggists, and will fit up their mammoth 
establishment with gas and electricity con. mensur- 
ate to the occasion. Barr & Co's. will make Olive 
street as light as day up to the Exposition Building. 
Scores of others will be affected by their 
good examples, and darkness will be 
unknown on the route which the 
pageant will traverse between the den on Third and 
Almond, and the beautiful new Exposition building 
on Thirteenth and Olive streets, of whose « pening 
ceremonies this isa part.

The 
line of march will proceed north on Fifth street to 
Washington avenue; west on Washington avenue to 
Nineteenth street; south on Nineteenth street to 
Olive; easton Olive toSixth; north on Sixth to 
Franklin avenue; east on Franklin avenue to Fifth 
street; south on Fifth street to Washington avenue; 
easton Washington avenue to Fourth street and 
south on Fourth street to Clark avenue.

Below will befound a full and detailed description 
of the floats as they will appear on the streets on the 
night of the grand pageant. They. are taken from 
the official] plang and will be found correct in every 
particular. There are thirty-three of them in all. 
Qne or two more may be added before the night of 
the display. 

BREWERS’ ASSOCIATION—FLOAT NO. 1. 

The Brewers’ Association will be represented in 
the procession by three floats, in the construction of 
which no expense has been spared. As the first 
float comes in view the feature which catches the eye 
of the observer first is an immense sickle, 
whose golden handle rests upon the forward part of 
the platform, and whose glistening silver blade ex- 
tends in a graceful curve backward and upward full 
twenty feet toa keen point. At the other side of 
the float, a second sickle runs parallel to this, 
the two forming the two sides of a broad 
and majestic stairway. The steps are built 
up between them to a throne which is flanked by the 
sickle points, and on which Gambrinus sits in regal 
grandeur, with his scepter of amber and crystal, 
and his robes not unworthy of one of the old-world 
monarchs. The stairway is handsomely carpeted, 
and at intervals upon it richly dressed courtiers 
await his orders. In the foreground, at the foot of 
the stairway, are a number of sheaves of barley of 
giant growth, in which art and nature are so well 
blended, as to make it impossible to determine 
where the real and the imitation begins. The whole 
makesafloatabout 80 feet in length and 13 feet 
high, of the most imposing character. 

BREWERS’ ASSOCLATION—FLOAT NO, 2, 

And now comes one of the most striking pictures 
that ever formeda part of a St. Louis pageant 
Resting apparently in an azure space @re two 
spheres,each having a diameter of eight feet, 
and both being gilded with utter disre- 
gard of expense, Full six hundred 
square feet of gold leaf were necessary bo furnish 
them their auriferous covering. Under the intense 
blaze of light to which the procession is to be’ sub- 
jected, the reflections from these spheres of beauty 
will announce their coming many blocks in advance. 
Each sphere represents a half of — the 
world, and on their surfaces ‘the familiar outlines of 
the respective continents are made to appear. Opa 
throne which these spheres support, rides @ hand- 
some Bacchanal, in costly robes, and 
surrounded by the symbols of a  \life 
of ease and pleasure. He seems a fit ruler for the 

wetjds beneath him, and seems perfectly eonfi- 
ent of the security of his¢way. His minions, in 
picturesque peasant garb. are gathered around a 
great, new cask forward of the spheres, from which 
by means of shining faucets at either end they draw 
the nectar of the hops, regaled meanwhile by the 
odor from the hop vines with which the cask is en- 
twined. 
BREWERS’ ASSOCIATION—FLOAT NO, 3. 

From No. 2 to No, 3is a transition from the ideal 
to the real. The latter represents a hop vineyard 
in the luxuriance and beauty of the harvest time. 
Covering poles and arbors the very graceful 
vines of real growth make fantas- 
tic figures and exhibit an abundance of 
blossoms which half hide the men and maidens in 
field costume who, with ladders and baskets, are en- 
gaged in gathering the grateful product. It seems 
really strange that so handsome a float could be 
made from!such simple elements, and coming after 
such a metallic blaze and dazzle it nasa most re 
freshing effect. 

LEONARD-ROOS FLOAT NO. 1. 

All parts of the globe have been levied upon to do 
ribute to the originality of this enterprising furrier. 
The trader whose feet have tracked the tiger to his 
lair in the jungles of India, whose esrs have been 
startied by the roar of the hungry lion by the lone 
lakes of Africa, or whose eyes have seen the polar 
bear shamble savagely over the ice-flelds of the 
North, will see a dazzling counterfeit in St. Louis to 
bring to.mind the fascinating terrors of the wilder- 
ness and wilds. The hunter who has spent his life 
infacing the black and grizzly bears of the far 
West will meet again the companions who shared 
his solitude in forest and canyon, and he will vividly 
recall the cruel clutch of tooth and claw when he 
sees their glossy coats and glassy eyes in almost 
lifelike distinctness in the glare of the electric light. 
The orientalist, who is forever thinking of tur- 
baned heads flying on the backs of winged steeds 
across the plainscof Arabia, will find his fondest 

jons materialized when he gazes upon the Bedouin 
struggling on horseback to shake off the hungry 
tiger clinging to his frantic horse. 

Two floats will be required to display the bewilder- 
ing array of animals and men that will give to that 
portion of the procession all the vividness of breath- 
ing life. The largest will hold the animated scene 
from the Arabian desert, and it will not require 
much stretching of the inagination to see the 
swarthy visage of the Arab grow a deeper color with 
rageand fear ashe looks intothe open, upturned 
jaws of the cruel beasts about a The horse on 
which he will sit will be of life ,and will bea 
real representation of the famous breed of steeds 
immortalized in poetry and song as the perfection of 
speed and grace. In resisting the attacks of the 
tiger upon neck and flank, he will appear rearing to 
full height, his eyes flashing and his 
nostrils distended im the agony of fear. 
His height, as he stands erect, will 
be some nine feet, and the length of the battling 
group will be something over six and ahalf. The 
rider will wear the regular costume of the denizens 
of the sands, and his life-size figure will be swelled 
to its full height to illustrate the excitement of the 
moment. In one hand the historic javelin will be 
raised ready for launching at the nearest head, 
while in the otber the rude pistol will be on the 
point of belching forth its deadly fire. To make the 
picture still more startling two immense tigers have 
been imported, and they will be placed in the posi- 
tion of seeking the destruction of the horse and 
rider, one clinging clear of the ground on the ani- 
mals neck andthe other swaying backward and 
forward in the effort tosink hisclaws «ill more 
deeply in the quivering fiesh. Beneath the strug- 
giing contestants the wild weeds and grasses of that 
warm clime will wave as naturally as they ever do 
beneath a tropic sun, and all the surroundings will 
make it seem like a dream of Oriental life. 

LEONARD-ROOS—FLOAT WO. 2 
‘The second float will give to the public not a min 


caught by the teeth of the adversary and the huge 
form rolls over in the throes of death. Probably 
nothing could better embody the 
might and majesty of these tawny 
lords than the which 
can be made between them and the other speci- 
mens of animal life which will be grouped around 
and above them. The lions will occupy the center 
of the float, and directly behind them will appear 
the soft furof the ice bear contrasting with the 
ghastly grin of his yawning mouth filled with the 
cruel teeth. At each end of him will be placed a 
black bear, having all the evidences of his 
primitive savagry and show scarcelya sign of his cap 
tivity. At each end of the platform will radiate huge 
antlers of elk, while above the entrancing scene will 
float a fringe of different kinds of fur pendant from 
afigraceful arch, inthe center of which a mon- 
ster eagle will spread his wings. Around 
the lower floor, in dangerous proximity 
tofthe fighting lions,a number of female figures 
dressed in all conceivable styles of furs will exhibit 
each and every part of the store's stock. It is ex- 
pected that the display will contain a sample of a!) 
the fur produced onthe earth's surface, and that 
each will be so aptly shown that its name cannot be 
mistaken or remain unknown. 
LEHIGH VALLEY COAL COMPANY—FLOAT wo. 1. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Company will have two 
floats in the procession, presenting the course of the 
black diamonds from their lodgment in the caverns 
of the earth tili heaped upon “our merrie 
sea-coal fire at yule tide.” The first 
float presents the company’s yards 
where the dusty diamond is stored away 
in plenteous piles. Any pretentions to artistic 
beauty in the Lehigh Valley display is confined to 
the first float. The yard is neatly painted in at- 
tractive colors, while the sooty mineral is stowed 
away in curiously designed heaps, with less dust 
and siate than was ever found in the same amount 
of fuel. The workmen are busied 
about “the various heaps, laboring with pick and 
shovel. 

LEBIGH VALLEY COAL COMPANY—FLOAT No. 2. 

In thisa wonderfully natural picture of mining 
operations is given. The aim is rather to give a 
truthful presentation thanan artistic display. It 
is instructive rather than beautiful From 
the highest point of the mound the 
shaft extends up several feet, connected 
by shoots with the screen and by pully and rope, 
with the engine -house only a short distance away. 
As the truck, loaded with coal, is drawn to the top 
of the shaft the brawny miners stand ready to 
wheel it away to the screens, where f is emptied 
down to the cars sidetracked near the mine 
Smoke curling from the engine-house 
stack and coiling windlasses and swaying 
ropes give a life-like appearance to the picture. In 
the foreground a train of railroad cars is rumbling 
forward from behind the mountain and rattling 
over a diminutive trestle work built in exact 
imitation of the ordinary railway bridging. 
The cars for depositing slag and slack run 
along an elevation to the edge of the 
float, where the dust sags down toward the 
adjoining low-land. Pieces of dismantled mining 
machinery, shovela and picks, a disused scrgen and 
a coil of rope cast aside, around the shaft, add to the 
realism of the representation. On this float a num- 
ber of hardy miners are at work. From their hats 
the little tin lard-oil lamps flicker uncertainly now 
and then, lighting up the grimy countenances, and 
smoking and smelling in a perfectly natural way.

SPORTSMANS PARK, 

The Sportaman's Park float will be one of the 
most notable, and, owing to current events, one of 
the most popular and interesting in the parade. It 
will not be crowded in its design or overdone, but 
will be highly emblematical and exceedingly rich 
and tasteful in its conception and inits execution. 
It will consist of a handsomely laid out diamond up- 
ona float some thirty feet in length,and to the 
front will be a perfect and handsome model, in 
miniature, of the director's office, on the Grand 
eased seeded of OTE the rear wil] bea 
reduced model of the both being per 
fect representations which will be recognised at a 
glance and will call to mind the many brilliant vic- 
tories the Browns have achieved on the grounds 
this season. Thecentre of the float will be, per- 
haps, the most striking of the entire design. It will 
be occupied by three enormous bats with the 
handles crossed in that peculiar fashion that 
youngsters employ when they want to improvise 4 
seat onthe ball ground. Upon these bats will be 
inscribed in large lettersthe namesof President 
Von der Ahe and the directors of the club, as up- 
holding the national game in its integrity. Upon 


the stand thus formed is placed an enormous golden 


ball over twenty feet high, marked after the 
“Reach Regulation” style, with the endless seam, 
etc. After canvassing the matter it was decided not 
to place any figures on the float, as it would crowd it 
and spoil the effect. Immediately following the float, 
however, will be a barouche holding the officers of 
the club, and behind this will be two more carrying 
the dozen odd men employed as players of the club 
in full uniform, with brown rosettes on their bo- 
soms, thus sporting the colors oftheteam. The 
Sportsman's Park float will be one of the most in- 
teresting and notable of the procession and will re- 
ceive due and ample recognition from the multi- 
tudes of cranks along the route. 
H. L. NIEDRINGHAUS, 

HH. L. Niedringhaus, furniture, Tenth and Frank 
lin avenue, will present a picture of oriental mag- 
nificence. Ina richly furnished pariora Turkish 
girl lies idly gazing at the silken canopy. She rests 
on a lounge whose soft cushions imbed 
the lolling beauty. Her attendants 
have distributed themselves in easy postures about 
the downy foot-stools and settees where they lie in 
dreamy idleness. The view of the interior is gained 
between the folds of the finest lace curtains and 
most expensive drapery. The small articles of 
furniture are strewn about the apartment in rich 


clear mirrors which double the elegance of the 
scene. The furniture is of the Turkish style, while 
the red, soft lambrequins and drapery and the ele- 
gantly wrought laces, hung almost in wasteful pro- 
fusion, make the interior luxuriously{stifiing. Rags 
of rare skins and curious workmanship deaden foot 
fall and conceal in its velvety depths the dainty 
pedals of the maidens ankle deep. The whole is a 
scene of oriental luxury, in the presentation of 
which furniture of the most marvellous beauty lends 
its aid. 
THE MISSOURI PACTFIC AND IROW MOUNTAIN. 
This float will unquestionably be one of the most 
strikingly attractive of the entire procession, as was 
to beexpected. The Southwestern immigration idea 
is most prominently set forth, fully in keeping with 
the energetic manner in which the Missouri Pacific 
System has been pushing this matter during the 
past two years. At the extreme right the celebrated 
Iron Mountain of Missouri is shown, with the now 
female figure of “Liberty Enlightening the 
w “mounted on a projecting cliff near the 
summit, with torch in hand. The Sun is just break- 
ing over the mountain peak,and im its rays sur- 
rounding the group with s halo 
of the most dazaling brilliancy ts the greeting “The 
South west to thefworld,” “There's room for all"— 
an invitation to the world to send its surplus popula- 
tion to the Southwest, with the asmrance that there 
is room and profitable cocupation for all who may 
wish to come. 
About midway down the mountain side is a tunnel 
into which s passenger train ls represented as about

to enter. The train will be shown im relief sur- 
mounting the top of the float and running the entire 
length, with the exception of the space occupied 
by the mountain. The telegraph poles 
and wires will be shown in the same manner, 
thre combination producing @ very realistic effect. 
Below the level of the track and train of cars and 
occupying the foreground, isa most perfect repre- 
sentation of a bird's eye view of a typical portion of 
the Southwest. Thriving cities and towns scattered 
about in valleys, on hilltop and by the side of run- 
ning streams, connected with railroads and tele 
graph lines. The material used in the construction 
of this float was selected with especial reference to 
producing realistic effects, and the work had so far 
progressed when viewed by the Posr- 
DisPacTH reporter this morning that 
anybody issafe in affirming the opinion expressed 
by those in charge, that it will be second to none in 
respect to realistic effects, so. much desired in this 
class of work. 
THE FAMOUS. 


Not the least interesting of all the floats will be 
that of The Famous. The proprietors heve con- 
ceived the somewhat ambitious design of present- 
ing a tableau illustrative of the legend, “The 
Famous receiving supplies from all nations.” For 
the execution of this idea fifteen figures are 
are employed, elaborately 
and carefully posed. _ On the 
rear of the float, at an elevationof no less than 
twenty feet above the roadway is the ‘Temple of 
Fame,” resting upon the brow of a little hill that 
slopes downto the frontof the float. This hill is 
constructed in imitation of gold-bearing quartz, and 
the temple, which is of chastest classical design, 
purports to be of pure marble. It is the abode of the 
central figure, “The Famous,” a beautiful lady in a 
spotiess robe and wearing a coronet of jewels. Se- 
rene in her lofty eminence and complacency she is 
accepting the tenders of all the world. Supporting 
her are four auxilliary figures, two on either side. 
On the right are “The Press’ and “Money;" 
on the left, “Wisdom" and “Justice.” “The Press” 
is bodied forth in the famaof ancient mythology, 
white-robed and sounding a trumpet, from which 
depends a banner bearing the words, “Legitimate 
Advertising.” “Money”’’ is portrayed by a figure of 
Mercury, with winged shoes and helmet, and 
wearing a tunic that falls to his knee. He 
is not depicted as “new lighted on the heaven-kiss- 
ing hill,’ but stands in sober repose, leaving to pop- 
ular conjecture what he could do if he were sur- 
prised. Minerva, with spear and gorgon shield, is, 
of course, the type of wisdom, and Justitia, though 
armed with the avenging sword, has, by special li- 
cense, been allowed to leave her bandage 
athome, These auxiliary parts are all taken by 
little girls. The nations of the earth, to the number 
of ten, are discovered bearing their load of wealth 
up the Nile toward the temple. They are the United 
States, England, France, Turkey, China, Italy, 
Spain, Mexico, Persia and Japan. Each wears the 
appropriate costume of his country in miniature—for 
all the figures are little boys. 

J. B. SICKLES SADDLERY 00. 

The largest as wellas one of the most elaborate 
and magnificent floats will be that of the J. B. 
Sickles Saddlery Co. The design is most original 
and complete in details and the work ig probably as 
elegant in finish as any ever at- 
tempted for a similar occasion. The design aims to 
be a perfect representation of a bright winter 
scene, The principal figures will be a beautiful cut- 
ter drawn by a pair of blooded high-steppers, har- 
nessed tandem,.and- occupied by a pair of young 
lovers, warmly clad in fur cloaks, robes, gloves and 
tippits. Snow is falling fast, and in the background 
stretches a vista of snow-clad flelds and hills skirt- 
ing the smooth roadway, and relieved by a 
couple of giant trees, whose bare limbs are covered) 
with the white mantie. Two mischievous boys have 
fastened their sleds to the uprights of the cutter ant 
are having a giloriousride behind the fast-flying 
team. The boys are making snow-balls and are 
throwing them in every direction. The snow-balle 
are a feature in themselves, each one being made of 
a ball of cotton wrapped with white ribbon, with the 
name of the firm printed on 8 «(it 
and the words, “Look inside.” Inside 
of the balls is a tasteful metal watch chain in the 
shape of a horse's head, the firm's trade-mark with 
the firm's name on thém in raised letters. Over 
5,000 of these snow balls will be thrown broadcast

DRUMMOND TOBACCO COMPANY. 


The coloring of the monster chew is wonderfully 
perfect. With this ingenious frame work « very 
pretty float is filled out with tobacco in all its many 
seductive forma, from the growing plant, through 
dried leaf, twist, plug and snuff. Life is given to 
the picture by neatly dressed artists of the weed, 
and on the whole the work is a worthy representa- 
tive of one of the greatest institutions in the United 


D. CRAWFORD & Oo. 
“Commerce” will be the theme of the float 
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feature will bea huge canvas stove, eighteen feet 
high and of proportionate length and width. The 
canvas is painted in close imitation of the natural 
color of iron and nickel, and is constructed with 
especial reference to exhibiting some patents of 
which the company has control. A member of the 
company, who is now in New York, is expected to 
bring back some other attractions to be added to the 


display. 
GEORGE PD. BARNARD & CO. 

George D. Barnard & Co. have made no flight into 
allegory, but will show a plain, unvarnished selec- 
tion from their stock of books, paper and stationery. 
The articles are made in papier mache, wood and 
canvas, and are of heroic size. The entire ground 

of the float will be in the form of a huge ledger, and 
upon this will be piled in successively smaller layers 
other books in the form of a pyramid. Pencils, like 
pike staffs, and monstrous pens are arranged at the 
corners in stacks, while paper-weights, erasers and 
the numerous odds and ends of the business are 
scattered about in studied confusion.

Above 
the platform covered with the name of proprietor 
and machine, will use highly embellished center 
pieces, flanked by a picture of a colored woman la- 
boring wearily over the old wash-tub, her martyr- 
dom to an unprogreasive generation, being empha- 
sized by the halo of steaming soapsuds gathering 
about her head and filling the air with the 
familiar fragrance of Monday morning. 
Un the right, in pleasing contrast, is a pretty little 
girl standing on a soft carpet gently turning the 
handle of the boon of every domestic. The fire is 
burning brightly, and the mother by the child's side 
seems smiling with joy when she realizes she has a 
plaything which wiil keep her child 
from the piano and make her the 
idol of every aspiring 
husband. The economical effect of using the new 
washer is not lost sighteof and brilliantly illumina- 
ted designs, will fill the eye withthe motto “Com- 
fort and economy vs. expense and drudgery.” 

GENEL, THE PHOTOGRAPHER.

At each cur- 
ner of the float a hugé parrot bobs and nods ridicu- 
lously at the crowd, uttering the 
by-word of this establishment “Polly 
wants a cracker,’ in @ monotone. A dozen 
white capped and sufted bakers.well dusted and ap- 
parently just from the trough.and men armed with 
scoop and knife are stationed about the float. The 
float is loaued with cracker boxes labeled 
with the widely known trade-mark, 
a poll parrot nibbling the corner of 
a cracker clutched in one claw, while with the 
other fastened on a trapeze he ludicrously balances 
himself and ogles the multitude. The huge bird in 
the center is decked out in all the brilliant hues 
and tints awarded by nature to the feathered 


mimic. 
TONY FAST. 


A gigantic open sea-shell, full twenty feet in 
length, eight feet in width, and curling uptoa 
height of nearly ten feet at the rear, forms the body 
or frame work of one of the most beautiful floats 
in the procession. The shell ts represented as in 
a sea of chopping waves, and a tall and handsome 
standard of white satin does duty asa sail, bearing 
the well-known legend “Tony Faust." It isa legend 
fraught with many reminiscences of 
voyages, half-seas-over, some delightful and 
some of the melancholy order. Within 
and in the center of the great shell 
is a smaller shell about eight feet in length, satin- 
lined, and between its half open lips is to be seen a 
sea-nymph of gorgeous beauty and & costume as 
scant as it is handsome and rich. She is attended 
on either side by sailors in variegated and costly 
dress. The small end of the shell, which represents 
the prow, is surmounted by a large mushroom, un- 
der which basks a very solemn-looking bull-frog. 
Gold, silver and crystal adorn all parts of the ves- 
sel. Back of the shallop is a rocky eminence, dotted 
all over withall the shells of ocean, each bear- 
ing lettering indicative of its tenant, oyster-clam, 
shell-fish, snails, etc., etc. The crest of the rock 
bears the trade-mark of the exhibitor, which con- 
sists of an oyster shell 8 feet in length, on which is 
inscribed “Faust’s Own Brand Fresh Oysters.” 
Sporting in the waves which surround the vessel are 
overgrown lobsters, terrapins and devil-fish, while a 
sea lion, of life size, holds its place at the astern.

Imagine, then,three of these snowy 
queens of the garden, standing 16 and 18 feet above 
a bank of flowers embedded in moss and you will 
have a faint conception of the floatof Manewal- 
Lange & Co, itis as if the choicest bed of roses 
had been removed bodily from the Garden of Eden 
and placed upon wheels to be drawn through the 
city. There is no artistic straining for effect, but 
everything seems blossoming aod blooming in = the 
loveliest and wildest confusion. Roses, violets, 
pansies, jassamines, dahlias. tulips and fuchias 
grow aide by side, vieing with each other in beauty, 
while the three stately lilies, towering above them, 
all shine bright as the planets of heaven among 
the lesser stars.

The great factors in the commerce of the world 
will be represented in the float of the Ely & Walker 
Dry Goods Company. It was the purpose of the 
firm to represent the principal means of transporta- 
tion in connection with the important trade of 
dry goods, and the result will be worthy 
of the large concern which is represented by it in the 
display of St. Louis’ business interests. The float is 
e very large one and will be very complete and 
elegant. In the center towers a representation of 
the dry goods establishment seven stories high with 
views through the numerous windows of employes 
busily engaged in arranging, receiving, shipping 
and selling goods. Clerks are at work in the 
office and messenger boys are running to and fro, 
facilitating business. In front of the large building, 
which is a fac simile of the establishment, will be a 
representation of a steamboat fastened to the wharf 
and receiving a load of dry goods to be shipped 
down the river. The steamer will be perfect in its 
way and every kind of the busy activity that may 
be seen any day at the wharves on 
the river wili be represented. Enormous piles of 
eavy boxes, roustabouts engaged in carrying the 
goods from the landing to the boat, and men 
engaged in sending out the boxes from the store as 
soon as they are filled, No detailof steamboat life 
will be omitted in the scene. Onthe other side of 
the building again isa railroad freight depot con- 
nected with the establishment and in 
it a train of freight cars receiving 
a load of dry goods for over-land shipment. As in 
the other scene.gangs of men will be shown actively 
engaged in transferting cases of goods from the 
store to the cars. Taken altogether the float will be 
a magnificent scene, combining every department 
connected with the dry goods business, and the ef- 
fect cannot fail to be deeply interesting.

R. 8. McCormick & Co., grain receiverg, shippers 
and exporters, will present one of the best designs 
in line of the procession. The float illustrates the 
course of the cereal] from the fleld to the European 
consumer. The principal figure on the float is an 
elevator building i4 feet in height and 
12 feet in length. On either side 
of the building a train of cars is drawn up. The 
spouts extend down into the boxes taking up the 
grain just shipped from the field. The dusty work- 
men are busied about the grain, feeding the hoppers 
and spouts. Moored up close to the building is a 
full-rigged steamer receiving a consignment for the 
European markets. A cross-view of the steamer 
swaying about in the water, is presented with 
furled sail. From the elevator building the shoot 
leading down to the vessel's hold is pouring in its 
valuable cargo for shipment to Europe. Every rep- 
resentation on board of this float is designed and ex- 
ecuted with accuracy. Beyond the elevator extends 
the tracks of the railroad trasversing the county 
from which the supply is secured. 
The steamer inthe dock is especially good and 
the flapping sailand swashing waters are repre- 
sented with great truth. The design of the float is 
very appropriate for the exhibitors. 
R. 8S. MeCormick & Co., are the only grain ex- 
hibitors who will take part in the pageant. 

G. S. WORMER & SONS. 

G. S. Wormer & Sons have a float 27 
be drawn by eight horses. They 
will give a& ponderous but not un- 
interesting exhibit of two articles of machinery 
of their mannfacture. A pile driver, twenty-five feet 
high will continue the “counterfeit presentment” of 
a pile fathoms deep into a bed of fictitious mud, 
throughout the route. The machine will be operated 
by an engine on the float. In front of 
the pile driver stands a _ stationary engine, 
in full drive, lending its power to a grinding mill. 
which grinds corn fed to it by acorps of laborers.and 
packs the meal in little cloth sacks which are to be 
thrown out into the crowds. Penants, flags and 
bunting relieve the whole. 

F. SCHWARTZ & BRO. 

The float of F. Schwartz & Bro. is designed to il- 
lustrate the manufacture of flour. In the center 
stands a wind-mill 24 feet in height, its painted 
wings flaunting in the breeze, through the agency of 
a small boy in concealment operating a crank. The 
mill purports to communicate power to a flour- 
mill standing by, and wheat poured in at one end 
comes out at the other in the shape of flour, which 
whitened millers carry away and stack in heaps. 
Across the top of the mill is bDiazoned the legend 
“Good Luck” in a setting of sheaves of wheat, rye 
and barley. This ficat is twelve by twenty-five feet 
and will be drawn by four caparisoned horses 


JAMES G. BUTLER 4 Co. 


James G. Butler & Co. will illustrate in their ex- 
hibit the cultuvation of the tobacco plant and its 
manufacture into the various forms for use. Their 
float is eleven by twenty-two feet. Upon the rear 
end stands a negro cabin, twenty-one feet in height, 
made up with all the accessories of the habitation of 
a Virginia negro. ‘Coon skins are nailed upon the 
mouldy roof, from which the rain drips along 4 
wooden trough Into a barrel in the ground. A brick 
chimney, surmounted by an old-fashioned “kag™- 
top, stands in the rear, emitting a vol- 
ume of smoke, enlivened by an occcasional 
rocket and Roman candle. The front gabie 
of the na is covered withan immense red heart, 
seven feet high, the trade-mark for one of the firm's 
brands of tobacco. Under this is a porch whereof 
the roof is one solid piug of tobacoo, tweive fect 


, feet by 12, to 


long. Upon this porch, constructed with ail the 
needed histrionic accessories, of Tope ladder anda 
balcony, a dusky Juliet will look with constant ar- 
dor into the ¢yes of a ‘coon Romeo and inquire with

to the conventionalities of the stage, to the music of 
a banjo in the hands of @ pickauinny underneath the 
porch. Enter alsoto him second pickaninny who 
does a double clog, and exit‘L. U. E. Before the 
hut spreads a tobacco field with real plants growing 
in real sof] and hoed by a “suré ‘nough” darkey in 
the character of Uncle Ned. A ramshackle fence, 
adorned with the advertisers’ Names, surrounds the 
whole. In the extreme front of the garden stands & 
lay figure nine feet high, with a herald’s 
trumpet pointing toward the hut. From 
this figure, which is clad in a huge 
tobacco sack, come the rays of a reflected light play- 
ing upon the whole scene. Inside the hut machinery 
has been erected with which tiny plugs of tobacco 
are manufactured en route and distributed to the 
crowd. The whole affair, though a trifle overdone 
and incongruous in some particulars, is calculated 
in Mr. Butler's own words, “to make people look 
up when it is passing.” 

FOSTER'S ACADEMY FLOAT. 

This educational institution, located at the north- 
east corner of Sixteenth and Pine streets, will oc- 
cupy a place in the pageant with a representation 
ofthe Academy building. The windows will be 
covered with a translucent material, lighted from 
within and indicating the studies to which the 
various portions of the building and rooms are de- 
voted. 

RAINWATER, BOOGHER @ CO. 

In the panicky condition of the financial world, 
where solid bottom among dashing waves and dan- 
gerous rocks and shoals is hard to find, the float of 
Rainwater, Boogher & Co., tl hatters, is most ap- 
propriate. A stormy sea dashes against a rocky 
shore, the waves are rolling high and are 
breaking into foam-capped breakers. A curious 
looking fleet may be seen scattered on the surface of 
the water. There are numbers of vessels and each 
one is made of a hat with a mast sticking out of the 
crown. On the masts are the pennants bearing the 
names of fictitious firms. Every hat in the fleet ex- 
cept one is wrecked by the storm. Some of then 
are on the rocks, others are capsiz- 
ing and some are broken to flinders. One 
however, a big. sturdy iron-clad stovepipe, amid the 
roar of the waters and the crash of waves rides 
serenely and calmly over the crested billows. From 
its masthead floats the pennant, “Rainwater, 
Boogher & Co,, the Boss Hatters.” The scene is 
unique, striking and effective. 

CORTICELLI SILK COMPANY. 

Among the many gorgeous scenes that will greet 
the eyes of the spectators there is one that cannot 
fail to attract attention. It isa combination of my- 
thology, imaginative scenes and practical arts. On 
an immense platform rises an enormous globe 
in which the countries, rivers 
seas, bays, gulfs, continents, mountains and valleys 
of the world are accurately mapped. The globe is a 
marvel of workmanship and beauty in itself, and 
cannot but awaken admiration, but it is only a 
small pastof the magnificent design of the float. 
On each side of the globe are heroic figures 
of a god and goddess and all around it 
are panoramic scenes representing the manufacture 
of silk thread from the first work of the silk worms 
forming the cocoons to the finaltwisting and wrap- 
ping of the material into finished spools of thread 
ready for the needle and the seamstress’ 
hands. Every process is beautifully and accurately 
sketched and the entire float is a wonder of interest- 
ing and attractive sights. It is hardly worth while 
to say that the god and goddess represent Florence 
and Corticelli and that the float belongs to the Cor- 
ticelli Silk Company. 

WM. BARR DRY COODS Co, 

Early scenes in St. Louls will not be forgotten 
in the display and one of the well-remémbered 
features of the city which stood on Sixth and Locust 
will be represented. Old residents will recall at 
once the old church and its surroundings, which 
was attended by religiously inclined St. Louisians 
years ago. It will seem as if the old 
edifice with every stone, crack and bit 
of mortar had risen fromits ruinsand assumed 
the shape it once had. The steeple, the bell, the 
church-yard and _ the other characteris 
tics of the building and the place.

They Think of American Ath- 
lotes Abroad.

The Base-Ball Situation—Games Yesterday |

The following excerpts regarding the recent visit of 
the American athletes to England are made at ran- 


dom from the leading English sporting papers: 

“George declined to run in the half-mile,the honors 
of which Myers carried off with almost absurd ease 
from Fredericks and oe oie I In the quarter 
Myers was opposed only by . R. Ball, whom he 
Ginnanee of with celerity, and the American cham- 
pion thus acquired two valuable gold medals with- 
out showing anything of his really wonderful turn of 
speed, for in nelther race did he make any effort be- 
yond what was absolutely unecessary to secure the 
awards.” 

“The racing was again interesting, Myers, as on 
the opening day, bei the center of attraction. 
George, consistent to his line of action with regard 
to Myers, deciined to meet the American in the 
half iusile race, which was therefore barren of inter- 
est. Snook and Vyers were the only starters, and, 
as the first-uamed merely turned out to secure 
second prize, Myers made the pace as slow as he 
pleased, and this was ve slow indeed, the watch 
recording the lapse of 2:10 2-58, when the waeseg 
post was at last Myers, however, made 
ainple amends for the poorness of the show later in 
the day, when be ran from scratch in the quarter- 
mile handicap, winning his beatin 5is., and get- 
ting home easily first in the final in 50cs dead, 
on a rather loose track. Myers’ style was rather 
adinired by the many good judges of running who 
were present, but it seems to us that he has lost 
something of the wonderful freedom and elasticity 
80 couspicuous in his action on bis first appearance 
ainongst us three years ago.” 

“The presence of Myers lent additional attraction 
to the racing, although the American champion 
ony put in an appearavce in one event—thejquarter 
mile race. This he won with all his accustomed 
ease, and, running fairly well out, - home a long 
way abead of his nearest opponent, covering the 
distance in fast time and giving the Staffordshire 
folk a show that he failed to make at Huddersfield 
on the preceding Saturday.” 

“Of tne many brilliant performances achieved by 
L. E, Myers, that of Monday last will stand out as 
one of the most noticeable. To accomplish 49 1-5s. 
onasmaliland uneven track is indeed a great feat. 
Myers, however, would ‘rhaps feel less handi- 
caped on a path of this description than most of 
our English runners, accustomed to quarter-mile 
laps an! level surfaces; but luxuries as these, are 
considerably more the exception than the rule in 
America.” 

“Myers did not beat the record, but he ran a quar- 
ter in 49.1-58., which, taking into consideration the 
small and uneven nature of the track, is 4 more 
meritorious rformance than his previous best 
effurt (48 3-58.) at Aston Grounds.” 

“The track is a smallone,320 os and as a proof 
of what a wonderful runner Myers is, he accom- 
plished 48 1-5s. from scratch in a quarter-mile handi- 
cap, T. C. Berrington, 27 yards, being second. I 
should think there can be no doubt now that at 
Aston he did his 49.2-5s." 

“In the four-mile waiking nenGtonp, Murraystart- 
ed from scratch and completed the distance in 29m, 
21 2-hs. (7 B-5s. faster than the best English record), 
and walked scrupulously fair throughout. Perhaps, 
however, the short-sighted scribe who goes down on 
his knees when watching walking races, and thinks 
nobody ever walked fairly but himself, while the 
impression is that he was the worst of mixers, and 
now the worst of muddilers, will hardly care to view 
the performance in the same light. yhow, Mur- 
ray can rest contented that everybody present on 
the ground was satisfied with his walking, which, 
we repeat, left nothing for any unbiased person to 
cavil at.” 

“The Americans evidently appreciated the com- 
sme paid them, and genial G. A. Avery, with a

we think Avery, Myers and Fredericks have en- 
joyed themselves during their visit, and I don't think 
they will visit England again under the same cir- 
cumstances. I am afraid the visit will wy 
entail a heavy loss on both the promoting clubs. It 
isa pity we have had no oneto pullout Myers in 
the quarter,as the American has been fully up to 
his best form at that distance during his visit. ay 
we welcome him another year as a competitor for 
the championship.” 

“When we cometo consider the way in 
which W, G. George has been reducing the doings of 
previous champions to a@ point of absurdity, the 
necessity of having an explanation of his attitude 
with regard to the ‘internati ‘ geries of meetings 
becomes more and more apparent. That he did not 
absent himself from the proposed and, as it was 
said, duly arranged meetings with Myers because 
he was crippled and unfit to run is now evident. 
Then why did he, after his presence had been duly 
advertised, fail to put in an appearance? It cannot 
be right that one set of reasons should be given in 
print to account for George's absence, and that 
guite another set should be whispered about pedes- 
trian grounds and clubs and pothouses. If George 
never intended meeting Myers in England, he was 
wrong to allow his name to be used as it was used in 
advertisements and on programmes. Arrant non- 
sense it is for a runner or his friendsin these days 
to say that his name has been used unwarrantably — 
i.e., without permission; there is an extremely 
easy way of stopping that sort of thing: and so if 
false pretense has been used at all in 
this connection, it dificult to 
blame or incrimination can be handed 
out without George receiving his share of it. 
In justice to Myers, it must be stated that he always 
expressed his readiness to meet George, provided 
the distances selected were suitable. Such dis- 
tances as were nained were decidedly in Myers’ 
favor, but there was no shadow or suspicion of false 

retense about the mention of them. Myers said 

e would run those distances and no others; George 
was to take the offer or leave it: and nobody can 
very well blame a man for openly and distinctly se- 
lecting such lengths as he thought would give him 
victory. The case is altogether different with 
George, who appears to have moved in a surrepti- 
tious and jesuitical style which led the public to od 
lieve, over and over again, thata meeting between 
him and Myers was certain. “ Nobody thinks that 
the South London Harriers used George's name for 
decoy purposes; therefore it remains with George 
to say how it was that his name figured on pro- 
cle pays of meetings at which we are now told he 
iad no intention of competing.”

Too Much of a Good Thing. 
' Fewer championship games should be played 
next season. Three a week is enough. There will 
be plenty of fair talent lying about next year, which 
will lead to the organization of good co-operative 
teams in the smaller towns, who will draw well m 
exhibition games with the big clubs, who need not 
sneeze at a big guarantee with privileges. Some of 
these games pay better, all things considered, than 
championship gaines. Besides there is danger of a 


surfeit of championship games. Five or six such 
contests a week is too big a tax on the public time 
and makes the record difficult to follow and 
will sooner or later pall on the public taste. Three 
games a week will enable both home and visitmg 
clubs to fill in profitably the intervening days by 
v4 = to the contiguous towns. 

uch exhibition games also will be beneficial to 
the game as a whole, as it will enable people to see 
the game exemplified by the finest clubs, who now 
have not an idea of what first-class ball playing real- 
ly is, simply because the tremendous schedules of 
the present day consume ail the time of the differ- 
ent association clubs and confines their contests to 
the large cities who have a representative in one or 
the other associations.

What Each of Us Owes of the Present 
Wational Debt. 


Interesting Figures About the Debt of se 
United States and Other Countries— 
Post Office Curiosities—Some of 
the Queer Names Select- 
ed for the Offices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinetos, August 30.—Some figures made re- 
cently here regarding the debt of the United States 
as compared with that of other nations, has the ten 
dency to make one quite contented with the billion 
and three quarters of debt that the country is cam 
tying. For instance, the debt of Spain, with her 
17,000,000 of people, is just about the same sum as 
that of the United States. Italy with her popula 
tion of 28,000,000 has a debt of 2,000,000.000. Great 
Britain with a population of 35,000,000 of people has 
a debt of over 4,000,000,000. Unofficial 
estimates of the population of the United 
States obtained from census reports give the popu- 
lation of this.country now about 56,000,000, The 
debt is about one and three-quarter bilijons. Divid- 
ing the population into this debt it gives an average 
debt per head among the entire population of $90, 
Comparing this with the debts per capita of other 
countries the result is quite gratifying. The debt of 
Belgium, for instance, is more than double per cap- 
ita that of the United States, being $64 per head. 
That of Italy averages over $70 per head. That of 
the Netherlands is over $00 per head. That of 
France over $100 per head. That of Great Britain 
$109 to each citizen, and that of Spain more than 
$150 per head. Indeed, the debts of  aill 
countries with organized governments whose 
debt statements are attainable average 
per head $4 or 33 per cent more than 


that of the United States. In the countries which 
have large debts, like Great Britafn, Russia, Spain 
and Italy, the revenue is barely sufficient to com- 
fortably meet the current expenses, leaving little, 
if anything, with which to pay the debt, while we 
are paying ours at the rate of over $100,000,000a year, 
The annual interest char in this Gountry is but 
about 80 cents per head, while ‘England and 
France it is over $4 per head. 
POST OFFICE CURIOSITIES. 

The forthcoming report of the Postmaster-General 
will show that this great country has now over 5V,- 
000 post offices for its over 50,000,000 peo- 
je, or about one for each 1,000 persons, 

here are some curious facts connected with the 
administration of so large an institution as this. 
The employes of the department number over a 
hundred thousand. Of course the sum required to 
run so large an establishment is something enor- 
mous. The salaries of postmasters alone amounts 
to nearly $10,000,000, and the sur paid for transper- 
tation of mails $25,000,000. The number of post 
offices is increasing steadily, at the rate of over 2,000 
ayear. The task of the fellow who fixes names for 
all these isa pretty serious one. Of course the 
people of the section where the offices are to be lo- 
cated are allowed to fix a name so far as possible, 
bnt in many cases they select a namé already given 
to some office in the State, and of course it cannot 
he used. Then they are permitted to 
make some other selection, and so on almost in- 
definitely. It often happens, however, that the 
Post Office officials ate compelled to finally select, 
or that in their despair the citizens who have the 
selecting of the name, by having frequently some 
name already in use in the State, Jump at some 
ridiculous name altogether unheard of before, or 
select one suggested by some peculiar surroundings.
